Judge Dellvers Address at Old Set-
tlers” Reunlon.
Dakota City, Neb., Aug. 25.—8pecial:
Ipplnes, but for years lved In Nobraska
and pow Is visiting at Wayne, dellvered
an address on ““The Philippines” at the
reunion of Dakota county old sottlers to-
day.

“"What shall we do with the Filipinos?
HBome say they wre now capable of gov-
erning themselves and we should give
them Independence. Othors say they are
a aet of naked savages who will never be |
fitted for Independence and that the
United States should let them go at once
and unconditionnlly. The majority of the
American people are tn favor of retuining
the Islands until the people are eapsblo
of self government and then disposing of
then, In accordance with the best inter
outs of the Fillpinos and the people of the
Unitod Btates,

pHished through the American ecourts and
the Ameriean public schools in the Phil
ippines. At the time of the American oc- |
